In aeoordanoe with the Presidential directive of 22 January 
1946, the Katlonal Intelligenoe Authority has, through a series of di¬ 
rectives to the Director of Central Intelligenoe, established over-all 
polleies for foreign intelligence activities related to the national 
security, and has directed that the Central Intelligenoe Group engage 
In oertaln oentrallsed Intelligenoe activities whiob are of ooeaon in¬ 
terest to the Departaents herein ecooemed. To ieplsnent properly the 
wlshee of the President, the National Intelligence Authority has found 
it neoessary to provide the Director of Central Intelligenoe with ad* 
ainistratlve and operational facilities which Involve expenditure of 
funds and furnishing of personnel and equipment. These faollitiee have 
been supplied In varying proportions by the State Departaent, War De¬ 
partaent, and Navy Departaent. This threefold aethod of supply has 
beooae so ouabersoas as to inpair seriously the administration of the 
Central Intelligenoe Group, and is becoming an important threat to the 
security of its operations. 

We desire, therefore, under the provisions of Seotion 214 of 
the Independent Offices Appropriation Aot, 1946, to make available to 
tbs Central Intelligence Group, from the appropriations of the three 
Departaents asntionad, aaounts authorised by Congress for the support 
of intelligenoe activities and such other funds as it is in our dis¬ 
cretion to use for this purpose. To adninlster these funds, it is pro¬ 
posed to establish a sptoial working fund, as provided for in Seotion 
601 of the Act of June 30, 1932 (47 Stat. 417). This fund will he, for 
reoord purposes, in the War Departaent, but, with the approval of the 
Secretary of War, its administration and fiscal supervision will be 
solely by officers of the Central Intelligence Group. Upon the estab¬ 
lishment of such a working fund, it is proposed, in addition to commit¬ 
ting such funds of our respective Departaents for administration by the 
Central Intelligenoe Group, to delegate to the Director of Central In¬ 
telligenoe or his authorised representatives the neoessary authorities 
for the administration of those funds, for personnel actions, for 
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proourenent of equipment and supplies, and for tho certification of 
vouchers. Vo are informed that the Bure an of the Budget la In fall 
aeoord with the eetabllahnent of snob a working fond. 

Ve therefore request, on behalf of the Depertnenta we rep* 
resent and in our capacity as nenbers of the Vatlonal Intelligence 
Authority, that you eatabliah such a working fund under the provisions 
of Section 601 of the Act of June 30, 1932 (47 Stat. 417). All offi¬ 
cials of our Oepartnents and of the Central Intelligence Qroup are pre¬ 
pared to giro you ooatplete cooperation. 
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
